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member of ORR’s Student Council, it occurred to Gonet 
that the results of a Southeastern Regional Student 
Council project assignment expressing diversity, equity, 
and inclusion by way of presentations were never 
distributed or published. 

“We were elected to these positions to make a real 
difference and that’s not happening,” he realized, setting 
the stage for a measure so drastic it is rarely if ever heard 
of on a high school campus. 

But Gonet hasn’t let little things like figuring out 
how to start a corporation stop his wheels from turning.

“Each school’s founder handled it their own 
way,” said Gonet, noting that Fairhaven High School 
required 35 students’ signatures to join. “Hopefully, other 
students will be able to make connections.” 

Be it the football or debate team, Gonet said, 
uniting member schools is a daunting challenge, but by 
incorporating this new venture a higher potential will be 
set in motion for the Cultural Club.

consumption by humans. My thoughtless, casual turning 
on of the tap whenever I wanted or needed and taking as 
much water as I felt like is, simply put, outrageous. 

The reality check happened while I was washing 
tomatoes. 

But first, if we can go back in time a bit, 
COVID-19 presented us with such questions as, “Is the 
supply chain virus-free?” and “How do I wash fresh fruits 
and vegetables that I know others have handled with 
unclean hands?” 

I’ve always taken the washing of fresh produce 
very seriously (and still do), but it took on a new 
dimension with COVID-19. A major component of 
washing anything is fresh, clean water. In the throes of

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the pandemic, our public drinking water’s quality wasn’t 
an issue. I merrily and with splashing abandon washed 
produce like they were tiny newborn babies, lathering 
them with plenty of soap and freshwater rinses. 

I never took into consideration freshwater 
consumption until we got our water bill. But still, we are 
lucky enough to be able to pay and happy to do so for 
the privilege of having clean, refreshing water whenever 
and in whatever quantity we wish. As we made sacrifices 
in nearly every other aspect of our modern on-the-go 
lifestyles, water and its clean availability wasn’t one of 
those sacrifices, it was plentifully enjoyed. 

Last week, the water from the Mattapoisett River 
Valley, which is routinely tested for the very purpose of 
ensuring it is safe for consumption (humans and animals 
that is), was found to be contaminated. It was shocking, 
but not the end of the world. Heck, I grew up without a 
hot water heater. Boiling water for cleaning purposes was 
an everyday, day-in, day-out necessity. I told my husband 
not to worry, I know how to handle this problem. 

But a monster wave of reality hit me in the face 
as I washed those tomatoes to make sure they weren’t 
covered in COVID-19 germs — 12 cups of boiled, then 
cooled water went down the drain in the process. Twelve 
cups! What was I doing using that much water to wash 
tomatoes? And then, I thought, “If I’m using that much to 
wash fruits, how much am I using to wash myself?” I am 
a bit bigger than a tomato, after all. 

All that got me thinking about how much water 
the average human uses over the course of a day living 
on planet Earth in a developed country. It does, in fact, 
matter what part of the planet you find yourself. America 
has historically had plenty of fresh water. Now, however, 
there are challenges. Drought in the southwest and in 
California, our dependence on beef cattle, which requires 
tons of feed — which requires tons of water; industries 
such as textiles require lots of water, and the list of 
demands on water by industry and commerce is endless. 
It is just not sustainable at the current pace. 

Consider this: In developed countries such as 
ours, 17 gallons of water are used for an eight-minute 
shower; toilets installed prior to 1982 use 7 gallons with

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each flush but a mere 1 gallon in newer systems (well, 
that’s good news), and 20 gallons for every load of 
washing we do. Yikes! And that’s all before we factor 
in meal preparations and associated cleanup (average 6 
gallons per dishwashing machine cycle). 

The boil water order doesn’t include abstaining 
from taking showers. You just have to make sure you 
don’t get it in your mouth, in open wounds, or in some 
other internal part of the body. So, because I’m a bit freaky 
about germs and organic cells swimming around in my 
water, I went back to the 1950s tub baths of my youth.

I’m confused about rabies vaccines for my dog and cat. I hear 
about 1,2 and 3 year vaccines. What's the deal? 


Talk to your vet about the the specifics of their wellness 
programs, but the Massachusetts law requires that 
dogs and cats be vaccinated for rabies by 6 months of 
age. A booster shot should follow in 9 to 12 months. 
The second shot is good for three years assuming that 


the vaccine is licensed for 3 years. If the second shot is 

even a day late over the 12 month period the vaccine is 
automatically only legal for 1 year. So don’t delay after 
getting a reminder card saying your pet is overdue for 

shots. 


The same law applies to cats but some people prefer 1 
year rabies shot in cats as a 3 year vaccines contain a 
substance that can cause cancer at the vaccination site 
in a very small percentage of cats. Again, talk to your 
vet about your preferences.

Not unlike the reality of trying to find ways to 
physically and mentally survive a world where COVID-19 
threatens life, I’m finding ways to use this latest assault on 
modern living to change bad habits. 

I'll find a way to wash apples and tomatoes to 
a standard I’m comfortable with without wasting clean 
water. I'll find a way to keep my body clean without using 
17 gallons of clean water every day. I'll feel good about 
my efforts and the learning experience therein. I will 
genuinely try. But, moreover, I will never ever again take 
fresh, clean water for granted.

treatment plant tested a clean zero for total coliform 

and zero for E. Coli bacteria. Although Mattapoisett’s 

upstream and downstream samples were also clear, 

Fairhaven and Marion still had E. coli positive samples in 

their second round of testing. 

Marion DPW Engineer Meghan Davis told the 
commission that the town is awaiting results expected on 
October 13 and is working with the DEP. 

Fairhaven DPW Superintendent Vinny Furtado, 
also the commission chairman, compared Fairhaven’s 
situation and said that staff continues flushing and 
chlorinating all week long. “We have to have three 
consecutive [tests] of no E. coli in order to remove t e boil- 
water order,” he said. 

The source of contamination remained unknown 
at press time. 

Given the fact that the MRV had a positive 
sample at the entrance of its water treatment facility 
on September 17, the same day that the Tinkham Lane 
well was taken offline, provides a clue but falls short of 
a conclusion pending further tests. The well, still out of 
service, is scheduled this week for excavation and repairs, 
after which going back online will become subject to DEP 
approval. 

Initial signs of a problem were detected on 
September 14 when samples collected by the Town of 
Fairhaven at its raw water well at Tinkham Lane revealed 
a positive E. coli concentration, according to Renauld, 
who also noted that the MRV District had not had a boil 
water issue since the mid 1990s. 
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“To take precautions, even though this sample 
was from a raw, untreated source, the Town of Fairhaven 
immediately took this well out of service and it is still 
out of service now,” announced Renauld on October 
7. “At the time, they also collected additional samples 
from the district ... system. Unfortunately, one sample 
at one location revealed an E. coli positive, which was 
subsequently resolved. And they had to issue the boil 
order per the conditions that are required by the state.” 

The Town of Mattapoisett also took routine 
samples on September 14 and found that two locations 
within the distribution system were total coliform 
positive. 

“We took six repeat samples at these locations, 
and all were absent of total coliform,” said Renauld, 
noting that the latest round of samples collected 
on October 5 resulted in positive E. coli results in 
Mattapoisett, Marion, and Fairhaven, as well as the MRV 
water treatment facility. As of October 6, Fairhaven, 
Marion, and Mattapoisett issued a boil water order as 
required by the DEP. 

Rochester, but for 250 residences on Marion 
water, escaped the crisis. “The rest of the town, except 
for a few ... the rest of the town is on wells,” said Water 
Commission Chairman Fred Underhill, who said a reverse 
911 call went out to Rochester residents. Rochester homes 
around County Road and Route 28 near the Wareham line 
are on Wareham water.

In referencing daily, weekly, and bi-weekly 
routine water testing performed by MRV District 
communities at numerous locations, Renauld said that 
corrective measures were being taken by each community 
by the time he recorded his October 7 public service 
announcement. 

The day after Marion’s October 6 press release, 
Cumberland Farms at Routes 105 and 6 in Marion and 
Friends Market in Rochester village were out of gallon 
jugs of water. Friends, which was down to one 24-pack 
of smaller bottles, had just made its order from its New 
Hampshire supplier before the boil order came down. 

In an October 6 press release, Old Rochester 
Regional Superintendent of Schools Mike Nelson 
announced that five of the six ORR district schools were 
affected by the contamination. Rochester Memorial School 
uses well water. 

Nelson said the five affected schools will follow 
all directives of town, state, and public health officials 
relating to the warning in regards to facilities work and 
food operations. Bottled water and hand sanitizer is being 
made available for students at the affected schools. All 
water that will be used for cooking or drinking will be 
boiled before use. Additionally, drinking fountains and 
water refill stations will also be closed at the affected 
schools until the warning is lifted. 

“Our food services staff will follow the guidance 
provided by town officials, including discarding food

that state and federal regulators offer reliable information 
and asked legal counsel Blair Bailey to observe the activity 
of the private company for the protection of homeowners. 

Paul Howard of MRV-retained consulting 
engineering firm Tata & Howard suggested two more 
weeks of additional chlorination, even if the district 
achieves three consecutive days of clean samples. Renauld 
agreed, saying, “It’s too easy to miss one small section if 
we don’t get a residual out somewhere.” 

Tata & Howard is overseeing the MRV plant’s 
transition to Koch Systems’ new Puron filtering 
technology, and Howard said it makes no sense to 
spend the money for the facility upgrade if it does not 
include the very latest technology being used elsewhere 
in the country to prevent the spread of a future E. coli 
contamination. 

On Sunday, Marion sent out notice on the 
updated testing schedule for October 12, 13, and 14, 
announcing that the dates are requirements as listed in the 
boil water order issued by the DEP, and said communities 
will be notified of the results. 

The Town of Marion enacted a hotline for 
homebound residents and seniors to request a free 
delivery of bottled water by calling 508-748-3072. 

The MRV set up a special 3:30 pm meeting for 
Friday, October 15, and plans to hold its regular meetings 
of the Water District Commission and Water Protection 
Supply Advisory Committee on Tuesday, October 19, at 
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3:30 and 4:00 pm. 


Renauld Addresses Boil Water Order 
Mattapoisett Select Board 
By Marilou Newell 

Mattapoisett Water Superintendent Henri 
Renauld updated the Mattapoisett Select Board and the 
public on the latest efforts aimed at identifying where and 
how contamination seeped into the Mattapoisett River 
Valley Water District treatment plant and what measures 
are being taken to fix the problem. 

Renauld said that on October 5 and 6, water 
samplings throughout the multi-town public water 
system were tested and found to be contaminated with 
E. coli, resulting in a system-wide boil water order being 
sent to the towns of Fairhaven, Mattapoisett, Marion, and 
Rochester. 

Immediate steps were taken to remove the 
bacteria by flushing the system, and subsequent water 
samples from Mattapoisett well heads tested negative, 
according to Renauld. However, given that the source of 
the contamination was ongoing and that other samples 
were still not clear, the multi-town boil water order 
will remain in place at least until Friday, October 15. 
Renauld said his department is working closely with and 
under the guidance of the Massachusetts Department 
of Environmental Protection and as such is following 
sampling protocols. 

Regarding the matter of how E. coli was able to 
infiltrate the water system, Renauld said a suspected crack 
inside the well owned by Fairhaven on Tinkham Lane 
could be the source. He said that well was immediately 
removed from service. He said they needed to investigate 
the raw water entering the system to help determine 
possible sources for contamination. “We are going step- 
by-step” to avoid a recurrence, he said, and the board 
thanked Renauld for his work in addressing the problem. 

Moving on to other matters, the board discussed 
the Fall Special Town Meeting Warrant Articles, weighing 
in on several. Town Administrator Mike Lorenco said 
that the latest free cash estimate now stands at $2 million 
“It’s the highest amount the town has ever had,” he said.

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Contributing to that large sum were decreased spending, 
Cares Act money, and revenue. 

The articles being proposed and mainly 
agreed upon on this night contained such highlights as 
$100,000 for OPEB, a $150,000 appropriation to the Debt 
Stabilization Fund, a $150,000 appropriation to the Capital 
Stabilization Fund, $36,000 for annual cyclical property 
revaluation and town mapping, $15,000 for Employee 
Education Incentive (primarily for several Highway 
Department employees to train for CDL licenses), 
and $36,000 for a part-time clerk in the Accounting 
Department. 

The board also discussed the proposed Article 6 
that will ask Town Meeting to approve the purchase of a 
new fire engine at $650,000, a new Ford 550 truck for the 
Highway Department estimated at $70,000, and repairs to 
the transfer station loader for $35,000. 

A new type of fund debuting in the warrant will 
ask the voters to appropriate $50,000 for a Grant Matching 
Fund. Lorenco said that with the number grants the town 
is seeking, many of which require the town to contribute 
money, the fund would help manage grant financial 
impacts. 

Old Rochester Regional School District articles 
will also be part of the warrant with one asking to amend 
and restate the regional agreement and another for the 
establishment of a stabilization fund to pay for repairs, 
renovations and improvements. 
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Lorenco also shared that the Planning Board 
was preparing for and hoped to hold public hearings 
in advance of Town Meeting for a new Solar Bylaw. 
However, the board members were unanimous in their 
belief that more time is needed to thoroughly vet a new 
bylaw. Lorenco also confirmed that the town has now 
grown sufficiently to warrant another voting precinct as 
mandated by the state. Town meeting will be asked to 
approve a $7,000 expenditure for new voting equipment. 
The board will meet again on Friday, October 22, at 1:00 
pm to finalize the warrant for posting. 

The board also met with members of the Friends 
of the Mattapoisett Bike Path to continue discussions on 
the type and placement of benches and bike racks along 
the Mattapoisett pathway that they will be contributing. 
The board members plan to meet with the volunteer 
group at the intersection of Depot Street and Goodspeed 
Island to walk part of the pathway and discuss the 
number of benches and racks needed and where they may 
be placed. 

The next regular meeting of the Mattapoisett 
Select Board is scheduled for Tuesday, October 26, at 6:30

Conditions Get Bailey’s Road a Vote 
Rochester Conservation Commission

of both the Rochester Conservation Commission and 
Planning Board, seeking approval of his plan to construct 
a 700-foot-long roadway to access a single-family 

house lot at Gerrish Road received the Conservation 
Commission’s approval on October 5 in the form of an 
Order of Conditions. 

Already vetted by the Planning Board, the case 
continued from September 21 was heavily scrutinized by 
Conservation Commission Vice-Chairman Dan Gagne. 
ConCom members Maggie Payne and Kevin Thompson 
expressed for the record their disappointment in the plan 
vetted by the Planning Board. 

Aware of the negative reaction the plan had 
previously received in Planning Board and Conservation 
Commission meetings, ConCom Chairman Chris Gerrior 
came to the meeting prepared with a list of conditions 11 
items long and some detailed. 

Gerrior’s list addressed the impacts to adjacent 
properties, requiring that all reasonable measures shall be 
taken to prevent flooding. 

“All reasonable measures, including any wetlands 
or watershed area above or below the project site, the 
applicant is fully responsible for such conditions that 
may occur due to improper construction or engineering 
or for any other reason. The applicant shall take 
immediate steps to correct any such adverse conditions; 
the commission shall be notified of all preventive or 
corrective measures,” he read. “That should help the 
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abutters be a little bit more assured that all measures will 
be taken to keep water flowing not onto their property 
and on the applicant’s property.” 

Other conditions require that the commission 
be provided with pre-construction photographs of 
the access staging area, route, and project focus, that a 
Department of Environmental Protection sign be posted, 
that siltation control barriers be installed and inspected by 
the Conservation Commission and/or the conservation 
agent, that either be notified at least one week prior to the 
beginning of construction, and that an onsite meeting be 
held prior to construction including the owner, contractor, 
engineer, and the commission and/or the agent. 

“This meeting is to review the orders of 
conditions and to satisfy the commission that work will 
be done as specified, and inspection of the limit of work 
and wetland markers will be conducted,” said Gerrior. 

In addition, all sediment shall be removed from 
stormwater basins before construction is completed. All 
excavating material shall be removed from the site or 
placed beyond the buffer zone. Any plan changes made 
or are intended, no matter how minor, shall require the 
applicant to inquire of the ConCom in writing whether 
the change is substantial enough to require a new filing. 

Another condition is post-construction 
documentation. Upon the completion of work, ConCom 
will be provided with an as-built plan as well as 
photographs of the access staging area, route, project

focus as well as final vegetation plantings. 

The final condition is inspection by ConCom and 
right to request any materials or information associated 
with the project. 

All but Gagne voted in favor of the order of 
conditions. 

Gagne said that despite multiple requests, his 
stormwater questions have not been addressed. He 
said calculations he requested to show the amount of 
stormwater were not provided. 

“The calculations provided by the applicant 
showed that every bit of stormwater on Longbow Lane 
that goes into their little basin they’ve got back there, 
but if you look at the contour grading and the first, I 
believe, 150 feet of this road, is graded to send the water 
into the existing stormwater basin,” said Gagne. “So that 
existing stormwater basin is not only taking the existing 
stormwater flows from the road but is also taking these 
new, impervious flows from their roadway. 

“My concerns are that, since there’s been no 
analysis of this showing that it won’t impact the roadway, 
it’s going to end up flooding the roadway; it’s going over 
the top of this basin here, and it’s going to, rather than go 
into the treatment basin they’re showing ... it’s going to go 
directly into the wetland resource areas. ... At this point, 

I don’t think they’re putting in what they need to prove 
their case.” 

Brian Grady of G.A.F. Engineering, representing 
Bailey, who recused himself from his ConCom seat, told 
ConCom that the Planning Board approved the project 
after a third-party review by Field Engineering. 

The existing drainage area is more than 100 feet 
outside the wetland area, so it’s outside the purview 
of the commission, according to Grady. He said the 
applicant, Bailey, only needed to address erosion controls 
and has gone above and beyond requirements of the 
Wetlands Protection Act. 

Grady said that the issues raised by Gagne were 
resolved by the Planning Board and the board’s peer- 
review engineer. Grady noted that Rochester Highway 
Surveyor Jeff Eldridge was involved with the project. 

While Grady asserted that a definitive subdivision 
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Asked for further questions, Gagne said, “My 
response is that there’s been no engineering to show that HOLIDAY SPECIALS: 
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field is not the same as an engineer doing an analysis and 
showing that this is going to work.” —_— 
Asked for comment, Payne said, “I’d just like to 
comment for the record that I feel like we’ve been kind of 
put in a corner by the Planning Board on this here ... I’m 
disappointed that we weren’t able to see any plans that 
involved trying to reuse the existing gravel road when 
we were out there,” she said. “I know we’ve been over 
this before, but when we were out on the site, there is an 
existing bog road that apparently was not suitable for the 
Planning Board to use.” 
Payne said the commission had expressed 
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as a proposal. 

“Personally, I’m disappointed that this is the plan 
we’ re working with,” she said. “We’re impacting a large 
portion of the buffer zone where there’s mature forest that 
has to be cut down in order to put in this road whereas, 
if we had gone a little bit closer to the wetland, it would 
have been, in my opinion, less impactful to the wetlands 
area.” 

Grady confirmed for Thompson that the clearing 
for the road is between 50 and 60 feet. In response, 
Thompson agreed with Payne’s perspective on the plan 
itself. “I know there’s plenty of roads in town that are 
nowhere near 50 feet and they’re new,” he said. “I feel 
that we’re stuck in a corner again, based on what’s been 
given to us as the accepted plan from the Planning Board. 
Clearing 50 feet for one dwelling ... I think is an awful 
lot to be doing. I’m a little disappointed in how this was 
brought up and put before us.” 

Gerrior invited Grady to discuss plantings that 
might in some measure mitigate the clearing work. 

“We did discuss that at the second on-site (visit),” 
said Grady, noting that the width of the road is 18 feet, 
and that Bailey intends to preserve as many of the trees 
as possible. “It will just come down to what his contractor 
is able to do with the physical improvements that are 
necessary and the grading that’s necessary to get the road 
built and to construct the drainage area. ... Mr. Bailey does 
intend to minimize that clearing as much as (is) feasible.” 
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After Grady confirmed Gerrior’s attempt to 
clarify the clearing plan of up to 50 feet in width to 
accommodate an 18-foot-wide road of recycled asphalt, 
Bailey asked to speak as the applicant. 

Given the floor, Bailey told the commission that 
a careful look at the staking of the road revealed that the 
majority of adjacent trees are white pine. “I know from 
personal experience that they can survive a good amount 
of root cut on one side, and they can also survive being 
buried a bit, too,” he said. “Some trees don’t tolerate 
being buried; white pines don’t seem to care. ... There’s 
no reason we can’t do a lot of that grading and still leave 
the trees in place. I’m not going to let a contractor come 
through there and clear-cut that thing just so I can get 
some grading in.” 

After the vote, abutter Bob Mogilnicki, 20 Bishop 
Road, asked for a forum and challenged the commission’s 
decision against its mission to preserve the town’s rural 
character. Gerrior told Mogilnicki that his comments had 
been heard during prior meetings, that the 11 conditions 
are “pretty high surveillance” for the project, and that the 
matter is closed. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Conservation 
Commission is scheduled for Tuesday, October 19, at 7:00

Abutter Happier with Solar Plan 
Rochester Planning Board

Two weeks after Sarah Stearns of Beals and 
Thomas, Inc. presented on behalf of Hingham-based 
Renewable Energy Partners, LLC in its application for 
Special Permits to construct a solar array at 109 Neck 
Road, the intense scrutiny from board members and 
abutters alike gave way to a better feeling all around 
during the Tuesday night’s meeting of the Rochester 
Planning Board. 

In the October 12 continued public hearing, 
Stearns thanked the Planning Board for participating in 
a site visit earlier in the day that she considered “very 
productive.” 

First, representatives visited a similar canal solar- 
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canopy project at Eldridge bogs, then went to the site 

on Neck Road where a sample panel was placed. When 
gathered for the hearing, board members had no concerns 
or questions. 

At that point, abutter Zachary Souza, 118 Neck 
Road, asked about the status of screening of the project. 

Planning Board Chairman Arnie Johnson told 
Souza that the consensus at this point for solar seen 
from Neck Road is to create a condition in an Order of 
Conditions to allow the facility to be constructed first, 
then look to see with abutter input if and what screening 
is necessary. 

“I know you and your neighbor talked about 
your view scape,” said Johnson. “We all agreed that all the 
racking, all the steel would be painted a flat black so there 
would be no reflection and we wanted it up.” 

Johnson said that it is too early to successfully 
decide on vegetation. “We wouldn't know what type or 
where to put them,” he said, telling Souza the board plans 
to conduct another site visit when the effects of the project 
can fully be realized by the board and project abutters. 

“They are going to be proposing some screening 
from Snipatuit Pond at two points ... on the next revision 
of the plans,” said Johnson. The intent is that abutters 
would not be able to see the ground-mounted array or the 
canopy. 

Souza called the plan “fair” and said he is in 
favor of it. He noted, however, that the sample panel 
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is not painted flat black at this time. “It will be,” said 
Johnson. “Good point, but it will be.” Once Souza 
confirmed that the sample panel is located at the nearest 
edge of the project and not somewhere in the middle, he 
said, “Speaking for myself, I’m very pleased with that 
decision.” 

Johnson said when entering the area there was 
significant distance between the visitors to the site and the 
panels. He said there was some reflection from the sun 
because the panels are made of steel. “Painting them black 
would dampen that effect,” he said. 

In answer to abutter Tim Batchelder, 155 Neck 
Road, who asked via the chat function, “The blue 
bibbons noting the line of clearing have been in place 
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prior to the last Planning Board meeting. If I recall from 
the last meeting that the amount of clearing to be done 
was actually scaled back. Is there a plan to put out 

new clearing ribbons to show the proposed new line 

of clearing?” The applicant’s representative said new 
flagging will be placed. 

Johnson said a new revised plan will be submitted 
prior to the next Planning Board meeting on October 26 
that will reflect all the changes in the plan. With that, the 
hearing was continued to Tuesday, October 26. 

The draft decision for Special Permit for Cushman 
Road Solar, LLC will be addressed at the board’s October 
26 meeting. 

In her report, Town Planner Nancy Durfee 
said material costs are slowing projects. Johnson said 
that board members will conduct some site visits. She 
also took the opportunity to commend Administrative 
Assistant Victoria D’ Antoni on an excellent performance 
to date. 

Johnson said he found it refreshing that the 
Planning Board was approached by owners at Arch of the 
Meadow regarding planned reworking of the function 
facility’s entrance. The downside, he said, is that retail 
and classes on the site that were conditionally endorsed 
were occurring without evidence of compliance. The 
board has issued a timeline that, if disregarded, could 
lead to a cease-and-desist order. 

No Planning Board-related items will appear on 
the October 18 Town Meeting Warrant, but Johnson said 
he hopes some projects will make it onto the warrant for 
next spring’s Town Meeting. 

Site visits will cease after October 15 and resume 
in April 2022. 

Johnson told the meeting that Town Counsel Blair 
Bailey set up a meeting with the Buzzards Bay Coalition 
to discuss illegal work that was done. 

The Planning Board is scheduled to meet only 
once a month in November and December on the second 
Tuesday of each month. The next meeting of the Rochester 
Planning Board is scheduled for Tuesday, October 26, at 
7:00 pm. 
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ORR Pushing Forward with Academics 
ORR Joint School Committee / Superintendency Union #55

In outlining the priorities of the Old Rochester 
Regional School District’s Acceleration Roadmap to the 
September 23 meeting of the ORR Joint School Committee 
/ Superintendency Union #55, Assistant Superintendent 
of Curriculum and Instruction Jannell Pearson-Campbell 
listed the need to foster a sense of belonging and 
partnership, monitor students’ understanding, and ensure 
strong, grade-appropriate instruction with “just-in-time” 
scaffolds when they are needed. 

ORR’s Acceleration Roadmap to Equitable 
Recovery is designed to prioritize learning acceleration 
over traditional remediation and functions as a blueprint 
to utilize to move beyond the pandemic. The Acceleration 
Roadmap outlines best practices to ensure that learning is 
memorable in our classrooms. 

In discussing the Acceleration Roadmap with the 
JSC, Superintendent of Schools Mike Nelson stressed that 
the Acceleration Roadmap is not a new initiative but a 
roadmap to best practices based on fresh survey results 
from families. 

To this end, ORR conducted a survey to collect 
data on the status of students and their families where it 
concerns many aspects of the 2020-21 academic year that 
began with hybrid learning while offering fully remote 
learning and eventually transitioned back to in-person 
learning while still offering the fully remote model. 

Director of Student Services Craig Davidson said 
there were over 1,400 survey participants. 

Region-side member Joe Pires called the 
survey results “commendable” and said, “To be in the 
positive percentile in almost all of the categories is really 
something to hang your hat on. ... Moving forward, I 
think having that feedback will allow us focus on some 
areas and maybe pull back on other areas.” 

Pires recommended that the district make public 
the impact, and Region-side Chair Heather Burke agreed, 
suggesting that a minimum of 1,400 respondents would 
be eager to see how their answers compared to others’ 
responses. 

The membership on both sides of the JSC 
applauded the effort but added a variety of questions and 
concerns. 

Acknowledging that last year’s work seems to 
be carrying over in the Acceleration Road Map, member 
Frances Kearns encouraged administration to continue 
working with community partners in an effort to close the 
gap on the weaker areas of the survey. 

Member Carly Lavin asked how parents of 
students squarely on track or slightly ahead should be 
thinking of the Accelerated Learning program. Nelson 
explained that the Accelerated Road Map, while inspiring 
most discussion around the most advanced or most 
challenged students, is for the students on target as well. 

Member Margaret McSweeny articulated worry 
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about the half of families that did not respond, suggesting 
that they tend to be the ones that may feel negatively 
toward school. “It’s the non-response that we really need 
to be focused on,” she said, acknowledging that 1,400 
respondents out of a potential 2,600 “is a great number.” 

Nelson indicated that history shows that lack of 
response to surveys and lack of attendance tends to go 
hand in hand. 

Member Tiffini Reedy asked about focus groups 
addressing children’s needs, especially those who feel 
unsafe. Nelson said there could be a building-wide 
approach or another way to connect and loop to families. 
“Our clinical team, we would lean on those experts in 
combination with the administrative team,” he said. 

Nelson’s Strategic Plan Update, a five-year 
program culminating in “Vision 2023,” broke down the 
shift back on academics to think, to learn, to care. He 
delegated presentations to committees representing 21st 
Century Learning, Social and Emotional Learning, and 
Global Citizenship. 

In discussing 21st Century Learning, ORR Junior 
High Principal Silas Coellner, the chairperson of the goal 
joined by committee members, including ORR Assistant 
Superintendent of Curriculum and Instruction Jannell 
Pearson-Campbell, Sippican School Assistant Principal 
Peter Crisafulli, Early Childhood Coordinator Doreen 
Lopes, and Sippican School Principal Marla Sirois, 
said elements of the strategies borne in the pandemic- 
disrupted third year became valuable parts of the overall 
learning plan. 

Coellner also said the committees wants each 
student to experience two project-based learning 
experiences in each grade level. 

Under Social and Emotional Learning, Rochester 
Memorial School Assistant Principal Charles West, whose 
team includes Nelson, Mattapoisett Elementary Schools 
Principal Rose Bowman, ORRJHS Vice Principal Kelly 
Chouinard, and ORR Director of Student Services Craig 
Davidson, said that a strategic initiative is to develop 
and expand effective and consistent discipline practices, 
expectations, and teacher language throughout district 
schools. 

The Year 4 goal, said West, is to achieve three

We notified MassDEP the same day we were notified by the lab of 
the sample results. We will be collecting repeat samples on Thursday, October 7, 2021, within 24 hours of notification by the lab, as 
required. These bacteria can make you sick and are especially a concern for people with weakened immune systems. 


Bacterial contamination can occur when increased run-off enters the drinking water source (for example, following heavy rains). It 
can also happen due to a break in the distribution system (pipes) or a failure in the water treatment process. 


What should | do? What does this mean? 


* DO NOT DRINK THE WATER WITHOUT BOILING IT FIRST. Bring all water to a boil, let it boil for one minute and let it cool 
before using, or use bottled water.

Medeiros explained that ORR’s overarching plan 
built around 21st Century Learning, Social Emotional 
Learning, and Global Citizenship will provide the 
framework upon which Rochester’s two-year plan will be 
localized.

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pride in and are going to be teacher-leaders for us.” 

Project-based learning experiences will aim to 
enable students to demonstrate media, and informational 
and tech-based literacy. At least one of those experiences 
will occur in Year 1 with an expanded schedule of such 
opportunities. 

In answer to committee Vice-Chair Anne 
Fernandes’ question, Medeiros said, “Teacher-leaders 
for us, honestly, are folks that are willing to do the work 
and want to be leaders on their grade-level teams or in 
their content area.” Medeiros said they are willing to be 
collaborative, have an open mindset, and are usually 
leaders in their field as acknowledged not only by himself 
and Assistant Principal Charles West but fellow faculty. 

Nelson stressed that meetings going back three 
and four years ago the district has been looking to 
ensure that individual schools’ strategic plans and school 
improvement plans connect to the adopted goals of the 
ORR District. That includes establishing timelines that 
flow with those on the district level. 

Committee member Kate Duggan was happy to 
hear world languages mentioned. She considers language 
opportunities crucial to the appreciation of other cultures. 

Committee member Jason Chisholm mused as to 
potential interaction with Tabor Academy, which draws 
students from all around the world. Chisholm suggested 
that bringing students from other lands and cultures 
to RMS from as nearby as Marion may be an untapped 
resource. 

“That is a great point, Jason, we will certainly 
look into that,” said Medeiros. 

Citing the School Council’s potential for 
connection to the community, Committee Chair Sharon 
Hartley suggested a senior citizen for School Council. 

Acknowledging her own plan to retire from 
School Committee in 2022, Hartley found the humor in 
the notion that she might be a prime candidate to fill 
such a role. She said she will bring the idea to seniors 
at the Council on Aging. Medeiros inspired laughter as 
he reminded Hartley that the meeting’s minutes would 
record her interest.

The members also revisited edits to the Student 
Handbook and voted to approve the final version that 
includes the mask mandate that has been extended to 
November 1.

HALLOWEEN (1978) - John Carpenter’s original 
— following babysitter Laurie Strode (Jamie Lee Curtis) 
as she’s stalked by escaped loony Michael Myers — has 
more in common with thrillers or Italian giallo than with 
the slasher-flick boom its success inspired. Streaming 
for free on Hoopla and (with ads) the Roku Channel and the 
Redbox app. 

HALLOWEEN II (1981) - This lackluster first 
sequel, in retrospect, at least shares its look and some of 
the same cast with the first one. Fun enough if you don’t 
expect too much. Streaming via AMC+ on the Roku Premium 
Channel; not free, but you can get a 7-day free trial. 

HALLOWEEN III (1983) - Michael Myers only 
appears on a TV in this stand-alone sci-fi/ horror attempt 
that has gained respect in recent years simply for trying 
something different. Streaming via AMC+ on the Roku 
Premium Channel or Amazon Prime; not free, but you can get 
a 7-day free trial for either one. 

HALLOWEEN 4 (1988) - Pretty awful attempt 
at rousing Michael after he’d been absent for the better 
part of the ‘80s, ceding his title to Freddy Krueger and 
Jason Voorhees. Streaming via Shudder on its own app or on 
Amazon Prime; not free, but you can get a 7-day free trial. 

HALLOWEEN 5 (1989) - Worse than Halloween 
4, if that’s imaginable. Incoherent and ends on a stupid 
cliffhanger that didn’t get resolved (and then just barely) 
for another six years. Streaming via Shudder on its own app 
or on Amazon Prime; not free, but you can get a 7-day free 
trial. 

HALLOWEEN 6 (1995) - Marginally better than 
the previous two entries, insofar as it seems to have been 
made by fans, but pre-release editing didn’t help it much. 
It’s sad to watch an old, sick Donald Pleasence in his 
swan song here, though there’s also Paul Rudd in an early 
role. Streaming via Showtime on Amazon Prime; not free, but 
you can get a 7-day free trial. 

HALLOWEEN H20 (1998) - Jamie Lee Curtis’ 
Laurie returned to the franchise in this heavily hyped 
event made possible by the success of the Scream films. 
It’s not really good, but nostalgia does some heavy lifting.

HALLOWEEN RESURRECTION (2002) - Curtis 
returned (and was ignobly dispatched) for this empty- 
headed entry notable only for the screamingly funny 
scene where Busta Rhymes goes off on a rant while 
wearing the Michael Myers mask. Only Halloween die- 
hards remember the rest of the movie. Streaming via 
AMC+4 on the Roku Premium Channel or Amazon Prime; not 
free, but you can get a 7-day free trial for either one. 

HALLOWEEN (2007) - Rob Zombie seemed like 
a case of directorial miscasting for this reboot, which is 
half The Sorrows of Young Michael and half clumsy remake 
of the last hour of the original. Still, not as much of a 
blasphemy as everyone said, not in a series that contains 
Halloween 5. Streaming via AMC+ on the Roku Premium 
Channel or Amazon Prime; not free, but you can get a 7-day 
free trial for either one. 

HALLOWEEN II (2009) - It’s as though Zombie 
made the previous movie so he could make this one, 
which fires much better on all levels and becomes not 
a weak attempt to outdo Carpenter but a strong Rob 
Zombie movie. Streaming via AMC+ on the Roku Premium 
Channel or Amazon Prime; not free, but you can get a 7-day 
free trial for either one. 

HALLOWEEN (2018) - Not especially scary (though 
it’s brutal enough), this is a direct sequel to the 1978 
original that disregards any of the other sequels. It works 
best as a study of PTSD on the part of Laurie Strode, now 
living as a hermit in a fortified house and waiting for 
Michael to lumber back into her life. None of the services 
streaming this offers a free trial. However, you can rent it for 
$3.99 from a variety of sources — Prime, Apple TV, YouTube, 
Vudu, etc.

Hanford, Hartley quoted from the article Hanford’s 
comment that, “The brain is hardwired to speak but not to 
learn to read. ... Children have to be taught explicitly how 
to connect letters and sounds.” 

Reading does not come naturally, she 
summarized. 

So many theories of reading comprehension have 
come and gone, but Hartley said cognitive science is now 
addressing the science of reading. She suggested the 
schools have a “research guru” to stay up to date on the 
latest research. 

Citing the two-sided challenge of teaching and 
learning, Chisholm asked about strategy at the sight 
of struggle. Nelson said that, while Aimsweb is ORR’s 
official screening tool, MCAS also comes into play, and he 
added that there are different angles to interpret data and 
ways to connect evidence-based science of group studies. 

Town of Rochester Facilities Manager Andrew 
Daniel joined the meeting via Zoom to update the 
committee on Green Communities grant funding for 
Rochester Memorial School. Daniel told the committee 
that the town has received a second batch of funding in 
the amount of $176,000 to be focused primarily on the 
school building. 

Repairs will target the air ceiling, gaps in 
insulation, and work around the perimeter of the building 
including missing sections of brickwork that will be 
sealed. Lighting upgrades are also in the works, and 
Daniel estimated that RMS will need more grant funding 
to complete necessary repairs and upgrades. 

“We looked at the school top to bottom and did 
an assessment. ... I think it’s about $300,000 (of work 
needed),” said Daniel. “This will get us started.” 

Lighting and automatic sensors inside classrooms, 
the library, and the cafeteria are first on the list. Work 
in the gymnasium is anticipated during the next wave 
of grant funding. Daniel scheduled a walkthrough with 
a job site foreman for this week and hopes to achieve a 
gameplan. 

Meantime, associated paperwork has been 
completed, signed, and approved by Eversource. “We're 
actually pretty close to getting boots on the ground and 
getting some of the work done,” he said. 

Once all of the rounds of Green Communities 
erant funding are spent, upgrades at RMS are estimated 
to generate approximately $26,000 in annual energy 
savings, according to Daniel. 

In other business, Nelson provided a COVID-19 
update. Six nurses are conducting tests so one nurse is 
available to every ORR District site every day. There have 
been 14 COVID-19 positive tests at RMS since the start of 
the school year; there were five positive results isolating 
as of the October 7 meeting. 

Nelson reported that the boil-water order in the 
Tri-Town does not apply to Rochester Memorial School, 
which draws from well water. 

The committee ended the public meeting to go 
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into executive session to discuss collective bargaining and 
to comply with grant-in-aid provisions and only returned 
to adjourn. 

The next meeting of the Rochester School 
Committee is scheduled for Thursday, November 4, at 
6:30 pm.

Humphrey of Rochester, shown in the left of the picture 
included here. Lt. Humphrey received his commission 
in March of 1943 after graduating from Armored Force 
Officer Candidates School at Fort Knox, Kentucky.

mostly undated, but it would seem that Humphrey went 
missing in 1944 after the landing in Anzio prior to D-Day 
on June 6,1944. 

Later, some of his family’s deepest fears must 
have been allayed when they were informed that he had 
been found but was a prisoner of war in a German prison 
camp. The story doesn’t end there, as another news story 
reports that Lt. Humphrey was one of 1,500 U.S. soldiers, 
former prisoners of war, who arrived in Boston on April 
9, 1945, on a troop transport after being liberated by U.S. 
troops advancing into Germany. 

The more tragic story of Rochester native Edward 
Cebula was a two-part drama. Cebula, 29 years old, had 
wanted to be an Army paratrooper, but that plan failed

He was in the water for one 
and a half hours before he was picked up by another 
lifeboat and taken to a United Nations ship. He returned 
to the U.S. to recover from his ordeal before reporting 
back to sea. Only a short time later, his family received 
news that he was reported missing at sea and believed to 
have been lost at sea off the coast of Africa.
